The city board of trustees met last 
Monday evening in the city hall with 
all members present. 

A communication was received from 
the Abstract of Title Company of San 
Mateo county asking that the local 
tax collector provide rubber stamps 
and stamp upon all receipts for city 
tax payments that state and San 
Mateo county taxes are payable at 
Redwood City and to furnish the 
county tax collector with a stamp 
stating that this city’s taxes are pay- 
able here. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Holston, the 
communication was referred to Tax 
Collector Kneese with instructions to 
obtain the stamps asked for. 

A communication was received 
from the San Mateo County Develop¬ 
ment Association recommending that 
aid be given to Prof. Winkler’s world’s 
fair band by having it give open-air 
concerts in this city occasionally dur- 
this summer at a cost of $50 for each 
concert and that chairs be furnished 
for which a charge of )U cents each 
shall be made for a seat. It is also 
suggested that a space could be reserv¬ 
ed for automobiles at a charge of 50 
cents each. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, the 
communication was accepted and 
ordered tiled, and Clerk Smith request¬ 
ed to inform the development associa¬ 
tion that the board would do all it 
could to aid in the matter. 

A communication was received 
from Ex-Trustee M. F. Mealy asking 
if anything had been done by the j 
board in the matter of raising the I 
saloon license tax in this city. 

Chairman Cunningham directed 
Clerk Smith to communicate with 
Mr. Mealy and inform him that 
nothing had been done by the board 
in the matter. 

Citizen E. E. Cunningham addressed 
the board and stated that if it intend¬ 
ed raising the licenses of liquor dealers ! 
in this city it was necessary that some j 
action be taken before July 1st, the 
beginning' of the new fiscal year. 

I he proper way to reduce the number 
of saloons is to raise the license. 

E. I. Woodman thought the matter 
a serious one, as newcomers to this 
city had remarked that there were too 
many saloons in the town, and sug¬ 
gested that the board lakesome action. 

II the number of saloons is not reduc¬ 
ed one of these days the people of this 
city will become aroused and vote the 
town dry. 

Trustee Cunningham said he always 
had favored a higher license and did 
so now. 

Trustee McGovern said there were 
too many saloons and that a higher 
license should be charged. 

Trustee Hickey also thought there 


were too many saloons, but doubted 
whether a higirer license would lessen 
the number. 

Trustee Holston said that the people 
of Oakdale had voted the town dry on 
accountof the large numberof saloons. 

1 pon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, it 
was decided to have an amendment to 
the i»resent liquor ordinance drawn 
providing that on July 1st next per¬ 
mits be issued for six months instead 
of a year, in order to give liquor deal¬ 
ers several months notice before put¬ 
ting a higher license ordinance into 
effect on January 1st next, 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
reported he had employed men to 
clean the street gutters and cut weeds 
along the sidewalks. 

Several claims against the city 
were allowed. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, an ordi¬ 
nance providing an annual license 
tax of $600 for Class A boxing or spar¬ 
ring exhibitions and $20 for Class B, 
or amateur matches, was adopted. 

The vote on the ordinance resulted 
as follows: Ayes—Trustees Holston, 
Kelley, McGovern and Cunningham. 
No—Trustee Hickey, who stated he 
thought the license tax was not high 
enough. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Holston, an or¬ 
dinance defining boundary lines and 
elevations for Baden avenue, between 
Spruce and Chestnut, was adopted. 

Trustee Kelley introduced a reso¬ 
lution adopting plans and specifica¬ 
tions for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks, concrete curbs and gutters 
and grading Baden avenue, between 
Spruce and Chestnut, which was up¬ 
on motion of Trustee McGovern, sec 
onded by Trustee Mickey, adopted. 

Trustee Holston introduced a reiio- 
lution of intention to make the above 
named improvements on Baden ave¬ 
nue which was adopted. 

Trustee McGovern introduced a res¬ 
olution ordering work on Miller ave¬ 
nue, between Maple and Chestnut 
which was, upon motion of Trustee 
Holston, seconded by Trustee Kelley, 
adopted. 

City Recorder Rehberg reported he 
had disposed of seven misdemeanor 
cases during May and had collected 
$45. 

The board adjourned to meet next 
Monday night.

COUNTY NOTES 

A jury on Thursday in Redwood 
City acquitted John O’Keefe on the 
charge of murder after being lut less 
than twenty minutes. O’Keefe was 
charged with the murder of Albert 
Freeman at Menlo Park last Febru¬ 
ary. His attorneys advanced the plea 
of self-defense. The shooting followed 
when Freeman and a crowd of friends 
tried to enter O’Keefe’s saloon after he 
had refused them admittance. It was 
proved that O’Keefe and Freeman had 
had a lierce encounter, during which 
Freeman shoved a lighted cigar in 
O’Keefe’s eye. 

Petitions are being quietly circulat¬ 
ed in San Mateo to recall Mayor 
Maurice Powers and Trustees G. H. 
Campbell and J. J. O’Brien. The 
petitions charge that they are “unlit 
to cope with or properly discharge” 
their duties, and that they have vio¬ 
lated their oaths of ollice. The peti¬ 
tions also state that the three officials 
contemplate levying an excessive tax 
rale; that they have combined against 
Llie best interests of the community 
and ignored the wishes of the majority. 
The trio voted on Monday night to 
close a street for E. J. de Sabla that 
his property might not be divided 
from a tract he purposes purchasing. 
This aqlion was taken by them in the 
face of vigorous protests, and the peti¬ 
tions followed. 

The fight which the county has been 
waging against the hog ranchers for 
the last year was won last Monday 
when Superior Judge Buck sustained 
the decision of the justice’s court in 
prosecuting the hog ranchers under 
the special county ordinance which 
District Attorney Swart drew up to 
include their cases. The hogmen had 
contended that such a law was illegal. 
The decision was in the case of John 
Malasoma. As the ordinance pro¬ 
hibits the raising of hogs in incorpor¬ 
ated cities in greater number than 
four or within 500 feet of a county

PARTIAL VICTORY 

Rate on Deciduous Product Is 
Not Advanced Heavily 

California dried fruit shippers have 
partially won .their fight against the 
heavy advances in deciduous fruit 
shipments to European ports, planned 
by the West Indies Conference lines. 

It was planned by the West Indies 
Conference lines to advance the rate 
on fruits, dried, in boxes or barrels, 
from 65 shillings to 100 shillings, an 
advance of 35 shillings. Instead the 
rate goes up to 75 shillings. Had the 
first proposed advance been put into 
effect it would have practically de¬ 
stroyed the European markets for 
California fruit growers, as it was con¬ 
sidered prohibitive and it was not felt 
that the European markets would 
countenance an advance in price that 
would correspond with the rate in¬ 
crease. The charges on dried fruits 
are the only ones decided upon by the 
Conference lines. They have proposed 
big increases on wine, canned goods, 
honey and other products for which 
California has won a name among 
other states and the objections to 
these advances will be heard at a 
meeting of the steamship officials in 
Liverpool July 12th, 13th and 14th. 
according to advices received in San 
Francisco. 

The new rates on fruit, which will 
be protected for the fall trade, are 
applicable from all Pacific Coast ports 
to the European markets at Liverpool, 
Antwerp, Bremen, London, Havre and 
other ports.

MURDERER CHOOSES 
DEATH[BYSHOOTING 

To Be First Execution Under 
Nevada’s New Law 

Andriji Mircovich, the first man to 
be convicted of murder since the re¬ 
cent statute went into effect in the 
State of Nevada, giving a condemned 
man the choice of death by hanging 
or shooting, selected death by shoot¬ 
ing, when he appeared before Judge 
Mark Averill of Tonopah for sentence 
for the murder of John Gregory, a 
business man and one of the oldest 
Odd Fellows in Nevada. 

Mircovich will be strapped to a 
chair in the prison yard, August 23d, 
blindfolded, and six prison guards, 
standing behind a curtain, will fire at 
a target placed over the man’s heart. 
Five rifles will be loaded with ball 
cartridges and one will be loaded with 
a blank cartridge. The rifles will be 
shuffled, and no man will know 
whether he fired the fatal shot or the 
blank cartridge. 


Perhaps the most extensive and elab¬ 
orate water pagaent and carnival ever 
attempted on the Pacific Coast has 
been planned by Fred Swanton, for 
the summer resort city of Santa Cruz, 
commencing Saturday July 20th and 
ending in a blaze of tire works on Sun¬ 
day, July 28th.

shell and small boat races; swimming 
contests and nightly displays of fire¬ 
works and flambeaus.

More than 12,000 sacks of onions 
have been shipped from Stockton dur¬ 
ing the past week. Red onions sold 
for 25 cents a sack. 

Not knowing the results of taking 
cherries and milk at the same time, 
Mary Margaret Crosby of Berkeley 
partook heartily of the foods, and ten 
hours later suffered acute indigestion, 
which resulted in immediate death. 

The Droege mine boarding-house 
*.nd bunkhouse were burned a few 
days ago. Ten men were saved from 
Seath in the tunnel by a heroic fight 
which saved the timbering at the 
mouth of the drift. The loss is $11,- 
000 . 

The Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion has decided that California lum¬ 
ber companies are entitled to railroad 
through routes and joint rates on cai- 
load lots from McCloud, Cal., to th -3 
Eastern destinations to which the Pa¬ 
cific Coast group rates apply. 

The price of gas, now 80 cents, is to 
be cut to 75 cents per 1000 cubic feet 
in San Francisco. The electric light 
rates, which are graded in accordance 
with the amount of current consumed 
are trimmed so as to bring about an 
average reduction of 20 per cent. 

Zollie Clements, confessed slayer of 
five men, who was convicted of mur¬ 
dering William H. Newman, a Stock- 
ton saloon man, on January 14th last, 
was sentenced to Folsom for life by 
Judge C. tV. Norton. It required just 
four minutes for the Court to pro¬ 
nounce judgment. 

More than 200 keys, many of them 
bearing the mark of a Long Beach ! 
hotel, were found by a grocery clerk 
in an empty box on the sidewalk at 
Petaluma. The police, who have com¬ 
municated with the Long Beach po¬ 
lice, believe the keys were collected 
by yeggmen and abandoned. 

The Municipal Affairs Committee of 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, having called to the attention 
of Chief of Police D. A. White the 
increasing number of persons engaged 
in selling lottery tickets, was assured 
by Chief White that every effort would 
be made by the Police Department to 
suppress the nuisance. 

Among the rumors rife in political 
and women's club circles of Oakland 
is that there will be a woman candi¬ 
date in the field for one of the com- 
missionerships at the recall election. 
The women have been devoting much 
time to the study of political prob¬ 
lems, and it is stated that they are 
anxious to try their wings and take a 
hand in the city government. 

Judge W. M. Conley at San Fran¬ 
cisco decided that neither Jessie V. 
Leek nor her husband, Dr. George W. 
Leek, was entitled to a divorce, and 
accordingly dismissed the action. The 
reason for the denial of the divorce 
was the confused character of the tes¬ 
timony and the fact that under the 
law no decree can be granted if there 
Is a balance of evidence which seems 
to show that both parties are guilty 
if either Is. 

The citizens’ committee that is 
working in conjunction with the State 
Agricultural Society to make the 1912 
State Fair in Sacramento next Sep¬ 
tember the greatest in the history of 
the State has run up against a snag. 
Success of the fair depends upon a 
Sunday programme. The Sacramento 
Ministerial Association has adonted a 


motion declaring the association un¬ 
reservedly against the holding of a 
State Fair programme on Sunday. 

Three men were instantly killed and 
more than a dozen injured, some of 
them seriously, by the premature ex¬ 
plosion of six pounds of dynamite in 
the Clearwater tunnel of the Los An¬ 
geles aqueduct near Saugus, thirty- 
three miles north of Los Angeles. The 
killed were: Norman Stoble, shift 
boss, Globe, Ariz.; Thomas O’Donnell, 
tool nipper, San Bernardino, Cal., and 
Edward Garside, motorman, on a rock 
train, Globe, Ariz. The bodies of the 
first two were recovered, badly man¬ 
gled. Garside’s body is still under the 
debris. Of the twenty men at work 
in the tunnel but one or two escaped 
injury of some kind. 

United States Appraiser John G. 
Mattos Jr. has suspended Edward 
Turner from duty pending the decision 
of the Treasury Department upon the 
charges made against Turner of hav¬ 
ing borrowed money from Japanese 
importers and customs brokers while 
he was acting as examiner of mer-< 
chandiso in the Appraisers’ depart¬ 
ment, San Francisco. It is considered 
a very serious matter for a customs 
employe, especially an examiner of 
merchandise, to accept loans from per¬ 
sons doing business " ith the Custom¬ 
house. Turner stated in his defense 
that lie had sickness in his family and 
that he was therefore urged by neces¬ 
sity to borrow money. 

The strike of the journeymen bakers 
of San Francisco is ended. The Bak¬ 
ers and Confectioners’ Union, No. 24, 
called off the strike after an all-night’s 
session in the Building Trades Audi 
torium. The strike was ordered thirty- 
five days ago, when the union demand¬ 
ed that its label be attached to each 
loaf, irrespective of the desire of pa¬ 
trons, and other changes, to some of 
which the master bakers objected. 
The Master Bakers’ Association ob¬ 
jected to the compulsory use of the 
label without consulting the wishes of 
patrons, and submitted a compromise 
proposition. The union agreed to a 
truce, calling off its pickets and per¬ 
mitting members to resume work 
several days ago pending negotiations. 
The union after several meetings ac¬ 
cepted the compromise of the master 
bakers. 



Officials of both the National and 
American Leagues have begun an in¬ 
vestigation of charges that members 
of the New York and Brooklyn teams 
have been playing Sunday baseball in 
New York in semi-professional teams 
under assumed names. It is alleged 
that from $100 to $250 is regularly 
paid to the big league stars for this 
service by semi-professional teams 
there and in suburban towns. On sev¬ 
eral occasions, it is said, various 
pitchers on the payrolls of the New 
York major league clubs have worked 
on Sundays for as much as $250, only 
j to fail utterly when called upon to 
enter the box the next day by their 
regular employers. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion at Washington, upon its own in- 
j itiative, ordered an investigation into 
the rates, practices and regulations 
I which apply to railroad transportation 
of hard coal. All the anthracite roads 
embraced in the so-called “hard coal 
I trust” will be respondents in the pro- 
1 ceedings.

Other foreign governments that have 
already announced their intention of 
participating are: Japan, Costa Rica, 
Hayti, Guatemala, Salvador, Panama, 
Honduras and Mexico. Unofficial ad¬ 
vices have been received that Eng¬ 
land, Germany, Spain, Switzerland, 
Denmark and Italy have promised t.<x 
make a splendid participation in the 
coming exposition. 

For ten days from August 4th to 
14th, if the Panama-Pacific Interna¬ 
tional Exposition authorities hav& 
their way, San Francisco will be the 
mecca for the most distinguished gath¬ 
ering of writers ever brought together 
at one time and for one purpose. 

That the military display of the 1915 
Universal Exposition at San Fran- 
fisco will be one of its great features 
Is evidenced by the interest the Unit¬ 
ed States Government and the various 
States are taking in arranging for the 
encampment, of their soldiery on the 
exposition grounds. 

It is the intention of the Greeks of 
this country to reproduce in white 
marble on Telegraph Hill, which over¬ 
looks San Francisco bay and is ad¬ 
jacent to the exposition site, the fa¬ 
mous Parthenon of Athens. Steps 
with this in view have already been 
taken by Consul General Richard de 
Fontana of Greece and he is receiving 
the co-operation of the exploitation de¬ 
partment of the exposition. 

It is estimated that the fence that 
is to enclose the Panama-Pacific Ex¬ 
position will be two and one-half miles 
in length. At a meeting of the build¬ 
ings and grounds committee held a 
few days ago, it was decided to have 
it nine feet high and not to permit 
advertising on it. The Board of Su¬ 
pervisors of the city and county of 
San Francisco have also been peti¬ 
tioned to close all streets within the 
exposition site. 

Word was received by the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition that 
the three Caravels, the Santa Maria, 
the Pinta and Nina, which were fea¬ 
tures of the Columbian Exposition of 
Chicago in 1893 and which have been 
In the Lake at Jackson Park, Chicago, 
are to be repaired and brought to San 
Francisco by the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus of this country. The Santa Maria 
is an exact reproduction of the old 
Spanish vessel which carried Colum¬ 
bus on his tour of discovery in 1492. 

The hotel men of • San Francisco 
have pledged themselves to raise one 
| hundred thousand dollars in addition 
to the one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars they have already subscribed 
in aid of the 1915 World’s Fair. San 
Francisco has twelve hundred and 
thirty-seven hotels with sixty thou¬ 
sand rooms. Ninety per cent of the 
hotels are less than four years old 
and are modern in every respect. Be- 
j fore 1915 the list of hotels and apart¬ 
ment houses will be increased mate¬ 
rially. 

Representative Kahn’s bill giving 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition Com¬ 
pany right of way across Fort Mason 
military reservation and its “succes¬ 
sors or assigns” the right to build and 
operate a railroad and tunnel across 
the res'ervation has passed the House:
